The informants said that the records for the club were kept 
by BEN 1IMAELLAS and were taken by him to and from the meeting. ‘hey 
recalled that entries were made by Kisii @LMAN in the records at the 
meeting. 


The informants were not able to recall who collected the dues 
but @id remember that the husbands usually vaid $1.00 per month and the 
wives 3.10 per month. 


The informants said that STi RY BICCM, with the help of LEON 
PENZUR, was assimed to arrang> the forms, which were held on Sunday 
evenings on 18th Street between Race and Lrch Streets at the American 
Federation of Myscians Hall, and at the Academy of Music Foyer. The 
informants said that these forums were arranged and directed by the CP. 
MARY FOLEY GROSSH/N usually served as moderator at the forums. The 
informants were unable to state whether or not GROSSMAN was a member of

The informants advised that at the meetings of the Professional 
Club much of the time was deveted to discussions of current local, national . 7 
and international events. Members were told at every meeting that they 
must continuously attempt to recruit other persons into the CP. Members 
were instructed to read the "Daily Worker and other CP literature including 
the works of MARX and LENIN, Members were also supposed to sell the 
"Daily Worker." 


The informants recalled that MAURICE NABUT was always in 
possession of books on Marxism and Leniuism and was always offering 
suggestions to other members of the club as to what CP literature should 
be read. 


The support of CP front groups was also stressed. The informants 
recalled a New Theatre group, the American Artists Ball, the Artists 
Union, the imerican League for Peace and Democracy and the Spanish Refugee 
4pveal as such groups.

The question of the possibility of the CP going underground was 
also discussed at these meetings during the late 190s, according to the 
informants. It was said that if necessary the group would be broken down 
into small groups with about five persons in each group so that one group 


would not be aware of the activities of another group.

The informants advised that they could not recall having heard 
or having been instructed concerning tiie use of force and violence in the 
overthrow of the U. S. Government. In this regard, however, they recalled 
the following: 


At one meeting the group was iustructed to read a certain page 
in a book wherein was contained a statenent by ABRAHAM LINCOLN concerning 
slavery. The informants said that as they recalled it, the statement 
said that if it was necessary to change a Government by the use of force 
and violence that it would in certain circumstances be justified. Thereafter 
the analogy between MAEX ond LINCOLN was discussed. The informants were 
not able to recall this matter more cifically. 


The informants recalled anoiner meeting of the group held at the 
residence of Dr. COHEN in about 19)6 when an unknown individual came in to 
speak to the group. The informant said that this occurred at a time when 
there was a strike in progress at the “estinghouse plant in Philadelphia, 
which had been preceded by several other strikes in the Philadelphia area. 
The speaker blamed the strikes on the Canitalistic System. He said that 
it was not really intended that the striking workers should win their 
Gispute. He said that even if their cemands were granted they would 
still lose money since their wages were suspended during the strike. He 
said, however, that it would be better if €hey did lose since this would 
create further conflict and dissatisfaction... It was in this manner he 
said that the positions as exploited workers would bé clarified’ and greater 
worker solidarity would be achieved. 


The speaker was asked when the change from a Capitalistic to a 
Communistic System might be expected in the United States, He replied 
that the U. S. was not yet ready for Communism. He said that there must 
first be much greater strife and sufferli2< as there was in Russia at the 
time of the revolution.

that this union, as Local No. 192, was expelled from the AFL in 1941 because 
of charges of Communist domination. It was operated as an independent 
union until 1944 at which time it affiliated with the CIO as Local No. 556, 
State, County, and Municipal Workers of fmerica. In 1946, it became 

Local No. 556, United Public Workers of America. In 1950, UPTA was 
expelled from the CIO for adhering to the CP line; however, Local No. 

556 chose to stay with UPWA despite these charges. This affiliation 
continued until 1953 when the Teachers Union of Philadelphia left UBIA 

to again become independent. The informant believed this withdrawal 

was actually to avoid the names of union members being taken if and when 
UPYA was required to register its membew with the Attorney General of 

the United States. The informant stated that for many years the CP 

members in this union had managed to be elected officers or have become 
regarded as influential members of the union and have thus controlled the 
antire union in its adherence to the CP line.

ZUCKER stated that as of 2/14/56, the BLUMBERG defense had 
incurred expenses of approximately $10,000, $7,500 of which represented 
attorneyst fees. ZUCKER added that the Committee to Defend Dr. Albert

Dr. BLUMBERG followed ZUCKER and was the principal speaker. 
BLUMBERG spoke about his trial which is presently under way in U.S. 
District Court, Philadelphia, for violation of the Smith Act of 1940. 
According to the informant, most of BLUMBERG's remarks dealt with defense 
plans at the trial and informant did not disclose these plans to the 
interviewing agents. 


The informant did advise that BLUMBERG stated that "We Communists 
have never advocated overthrow of the government by violence, but we do 
believe in Socialism to be obtained through constitutional methods." 


BLUMBERG's wife, DOROTHY ROSE BLUMBERG, was the other speaker 
at this affair and she related some of her experiences while in jail - 
following her conviction of violation of the Smith Act of 1940.

"This was ABE's report, JOE said the floor was 
open for questions, 
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"AL STEELE asked_ 'What part of Phila. population 
is Jewish!?

"JACK ZUCKER asked, ‘How many Cultural Clubs are 
there l? 


"SOL ROTTENBERG's answer - 'There about twelve 
(12 of these) Cultural Clubs cf left-progressives and 
progressives in Phila, 


"BOB KLONSKY - '0n the Morning Fraheidt (spelling 
may be wrong) you snid there were 400 readers.,!'! 'tHow 
does this compare with the number of readers in 19501? 


"ABE 's answer - 'In 1950 we had 600 readers, so

"The questions cont'd, ELSIE DICKERSON asked, 
What ties do these groups have with the labor move- 
ment as org.!? 


"ABEts answer = "Very little, and that is by con- 
tact of our comrades, in the Bakerts union, Garment 
Workers_ and 2 few in the capenter's union, however_ 
it is on a small scale, I would say in Jewish left-led 
org. you find they have no influence in the labor move- 
ment. ! 


"JOHN HOLTEN - 'How large is the Jewish working 
class!? 


"SOL - answering - '!Since the war, Jewish working 
class has decreased,!' We find that the standard of 
living has been raised and more Jews have gone into 
business,! 


"JOE KUZMA felt the question and answer period 


should end, JOE said he wanted to say something. He 
did, the following: qoute:

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"ITABEts report was very disappointing. I dont see 
how a fruitful discussion could be held here tonight, 
on the strength of this report. ABE did not obtain the 
edilective thinking of the Jewish Commission, and thus 
injected his personal thinking.!

"tI tell you the party stand_in danger of losing 
its naticnal group as a result of this method of work, 
An example of the struggle we faceis seen in cur effort 
to register comrades in the Ukranian group, We stand 
to lose twelve of them. They have not registered. No 
one can tell me, they are afraid, it's because we have 
allowed one man to give directives to comrades, These 
comrades have had no direct contact with the party fer 
years, Therefore_ they did not see the need to belceng 
to any Communist Party. The same thing holds true with 
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"the Russians! group. In the Slav group, we have lest 
every comrade; there's nc Slav membership in Phila. 
today, We are making an effcrt tc regain these losses; 
but we must begin by correcting the mistake, This 
means removing SOL as a Party ambassador tc these Nat'l 
groups.

1/26/56, et the New Century Club, 12h South 
12th Street, Philedelphia. The meeting wes not 
well attended, with less then 100 people there. 


"Hlizabeth Frazier, Cheirmen of the “Committee 

To Defend Albert EB. Blumberg" served es chair- 
womsn. She introduced Thomes Nebried, whom 

she identified es "one of the victims prosecuted 
under the Smith ct." 


"Nabried spoke briefly, commenting that he 

felt that it wes a wenderful thing that they 

nad the chence to meet as they were, end to 

discuss things openly, He added thet he 

personelly felt very honored to be st the speskers+ 
table with Blumberg. 


"Blumberg, who looked exceptionally well, commented 

in his remerks thet he hed becn a student of Dr. 
BRO:DUS MITCHELL in 19@;. His talk was brief, 
generelly fell into three divisions, némely, why 

he wes there, whet he intended to do, and an intro- 
duction of Mary Foley Grossmen, secretery of the 
"Committe = To Defend Albert E. Blumberg." Blumberg 
criticised the Smith “cet, pointing out thet the 
Government!s ection brought under the Smith tct 

deelt with conspirccy and not with the actuel edvocecy 
of the Government's overthrow by force and violence. 
He expressed optimism over the outcome of his trial 
under the membership clause of the Smith ict, stcting 
thet while he realized he would be subjected to a 
"tough trial" he nonetheless was confident he would 
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"be vindicated at trials end. Blumberg 
further steted in regard to his trial 

that "they" were merely ettempting to 

prove that the maiority of the 4American 
people had the right to revolt if necessary 
to correct injustice. He cited the Preamble 
to the Declaration of Independence as proof 
of the right of the majority to revolutionary 
ection. ;

"Blumberg then introduced Mery Foley Grossman 

who mede an appeal for funds. Grossman reo sted 

everyone to contribute generously, pointing out 

thet such contributions were not only for Blumberg's 
. defense, but for their defense es well, since 

everything effecting Blumberg, effected them as 

well. 


"Broadus Mitchell clso spoke et the meeting. 
Mitchell told severél humorous stories, then 
comiented that, as Blumbsrg had stated, Blumberg 
hed been © student of his, He cided that 
every professor feels thet the men he teaches 
will become femous men, end that sometimes the 
professor overestimates and et other times 
undercstimetes the true cepacity of his individuel 
students, He illustrated this point with a 
humorous enecdote regarding the ercheologist who 
hed discovered the cless roll book of Socretes, 
in which Socrstes had given a "D" to Pleto. 
Mivchell then commented thet Blumberg's cése wes 
anelgcus to thet of Thomas Jefferson. He expleined 
thet Alexender Hamilton,whom he charecterized 
cs keing intelligent, honest and--Sincere, seriously 
belicved that Jefferson represented « true denger 
to the welfere of the United States. As a result 
of this belief, Hemilton went to great leng@hs to 
discredit end bresk Jefferson, even to the point 
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‘of attempting to convince Supreme Court 
Justice .John Jey thet he should use 
subterfuge to break up the Jeffersoniens. 
Lccording to Mitchell, Jey hed refused ~ 
outright to do so on the besis thet such 
action wes contrery to American principles. 
Mitchell edded thet history is full of 
incidents illustreting this point, that 
such trectment hres been given to others cs 
is now being ¢fforded Blumberg. Mitchell 
criticised the Smith act es being "dreadful 
end pre judiciel to one Political Perty 
@lone." He declrred thet es long as the 
Communist Perty is a legal political party, 
there is no reeson for the Smith «ct. 


"T wes somewhet surprised by the leck of 
enthusiesm thet perveded the entire effeir,.

On 9/13/56, SA ELMER T. MILIER observed a sign on the doorbell 
at 2309Delancey Place » Philadelphia, Pa., indicating that this was the 
residence of ROY GROSSMAN. 


By means of a pretext interview with a person who identified 
herself as Mrs. JONES at 2313 Delancey Place, it was determined that MARY 
FOIRY GROSSMAN resides at 2302 Delancey Place and is a teacher of history 
in the Philadelphia public schools. Mrs. JONES stated that Mrs. GROSSMAN 
is never home until after 5:00 p.m., on any particular date. 


Mrs. JONES advised that ROY GROSSMAN spent $2,100 for a prostate 
operation at Mt. Sinai Hospital, and is currently-extremely ill and is in 
the Veterans Hospital, Philadelphia, Mrs. JONES described ROY GROSSMAN 
as "at the point of death." 

Since it appeared that Mrs. JONES might be senile, FD 15 is not 
being submitted reflecting subject's employment as a school teacher until 
after verification.
